sary. 
"On the west side, on each coYn er 
of the seatin g portion , there should 
be a three-q uarter in ch wire rope or 
wire cable, the same as is used In 
gov ern men t observ atories.

“ It la a h ard matter to ascertain 
the o rig in o f the g ame. As far as f 
can see It Is a direct descendant o f 
the ancient Eng lish g ame o f ‘ro und­ 
ers,’ but o ther autho rities deny this, 
claiming the American o rig in fo r It.

The “Victory,” That la Now Floating 
In Portamouth Harbor. 


The Victory, the last of Nelson’* 
battleships, now 
floating in Ports­ 
mouth harbor at the venerable age of 
140 years, was recently tak en by Sir 
Philip W atts, uAioviu* Ol naval con­ 
struction in England, as th© starting 
point of an interesting address on the 
last 100 years’ progress In warship 
design. 
This 100-gun vessel, built In 1765, 
was forty years old at the last great 
sea fight of Great Britain at Trafal­ 
gar.

ed last week to his home from Port­ 
land, where he was 
seen by many 
doctor« . 
The boy’s name is Walter Miller. 
He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Miller, whose home is a mile or two 
east of Corvallis. Up to the time he 
w'as 12 years old W alter had not ap­ 
peared in any sense different from his 
)layfellows. 
He 
was 
of ordinary 
size, and in all things was abo^^t as 
s the ordinary lad 
not yet in his 
teens. 
It was a little more than six 
months ago that he began to grow. 
3f course, at first no attention was 
)ald to his unusual development, but 
the growth went on with such ab­ 
normal features, lifting the lad out 
of his boyhood so swiftly and sudden- 
y, his family began to manifest both 
nterest and concern. 
A physician was consulted, but he 
was unable to explain or account for 
he phenomenon. There was nowhere 
n medical book s an account of a slmi- 
.ar manifestation. A disease was de­ 
scribed wherein there is such growth 
of head or feet or hands, but no case 
n which the 
growth 
involved the 
whole person and embodied a com­ 
plete transformation from one genera- 
:ion almost to another. 
It vras then 
hat W alter was tak en to Portland, 
where his case was studied by va­ 
rious physicians in that city. 
Meantime the boy had doubled in 
Tveight. He had attained an avoirdu­ 
pois of nearly 160 pounds. In stature 
he w^as the size of a short man. The 
foot or two that had been added to his 
stature the 80 pounds to his weight 
had all come about in six months, a 
period in which an added height of
